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Election year is upon us ind it's important that 
we study what each of the issues and each of the can¬ 
didates stand for. One of the best ways to get to know 
the candidates is to read what each says daily and if 
you can, find their past record and compare their pre¬ 
sent views with their past views. 

The choice you will have to make this year is 
clear if you understand the types of political thinking. 
The two dominant types for us to choose from are Con¬ 
servatism and Liberalism. 

Conservatism is sometimes referred to as right- 
ism, or to the right. A radical to the right can be a 
Nazi or a Fascist. A conservatist is usually one who 
does not believe in changing old ways and does not 
believe in passing new laws by the federal govern¬ 
ment. They believe that the states should have a mi¬ 
nimum of federal control. 

Liberalism, on the other hand, is sometimes 
referred to as leftism, or to the left. A radical to the 
left could be socialist or a communist. A Liberalist 
believes in a stronger federal government and also be¬ 
lieves in constant reform and changing of old stand¬ 
ards. This is why they are also sometimes called pro¬ 
gressives. 

Each side has its good points and their bad 
points. Conservatism, for example, has helped pre¬ 
serve some of our old laws which preserve some of our 
freedoms and keep us from drifting into socialism or 
communism. 

Liberalism has helped us in reforming certain 
conditions which bad for our people. Our Social Se¬ 
curity System is the result of Liberal thinking. The 
welfare departments and the labor unions are also left¬ 
ist in nature. 

In the presidential race the lines pre drawn 
more clearly than the other contests. Barry Goldwater 
is definitely a conservative and has asked the people 
to give conservatism a chance to prove itself in our 
country. He opposes the Social Security System, the 
United Nations, and the passage of new federal laws. 

Lyndon B. Johnson is not as radical to the left 
as is Goldwater to the right. 

Johnson has the reputation of being a hard 
worker and a very sharp politician. As Senate major¬ 
ity leaderhe has helped pass civil rights law and other 
legislation through the Senate, which probably would 
not have passed without his leadership. 

If I sound partial to Johnson it is only because 
I feel his views are more favorable to the poor people, 
to the Mexican-Americans and to all minority groups.

Domination by either side could be disastrous 
to our country. In Germany, for example. Conserva¬ 
tism led to Nazism and to the destruction of their so¬ 
ciety. Leftism could lead us to Socialism or Com¬ 
munism and the tyranny that follows.
